Voters, In Amicable Mood, 
Agree Their Dues This Year 
Should Be $23M Plus 


Town meeting apparently took to heart 
the selectmen’s warning that there was no 
“reasonable way to cut the (selectmen’s) 
recommended budget further’? Monday 
night, when voters unanimously approved 
a total of $23,863,000 in appropriations with 
no discussion of most line items. 

The combined town and school budgets, 
as approved Monday, will have an impact 
of approximately $1.50 on the tax rate, ac- 
cording to the town manager. 

However, still to be considered are the 
school bonding question (Article 65) and 
the debt service budget, which was passed 
over until after the bonding article. Both 
may have an added impact on the tax rate. 

The voters sailed through the 
selectmen’s and Finance Committee’s 
recommended budgets, including the 
school department budget, in little more 
than two hours — business that has taken 
up to two nights at past town meetings. 
Few questions were raised and discussion 
was minimal throughout the voting. 
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$1.50 Tax Impact 


One of the few objections to be voiced 
concerned the public safety budget, which 
includes funding for one police captain and 
two patrolmen, three new positions. 

“This is not the time to add police,” said 
Arthur Gonsalves of Jenkins Road. ‘“‘An- 
dover does not have an excessive crime 
rate, and I think these three positions can 
be eliminated.” 

However, the line item of $1,085,567 was 
voted through easily after Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark explained that police 
department personnel has not been in- 
creased in 10 years. The three new 
positions represent the beginning of a 
gradual increase in personnel, Clark said. 

“This is something the town has needed 
for a long time,’’ added Al Greenberg of 
North St. ‘‘More police surveillance is 
badly needed and we should give it our 
support,’’ he said to applause.

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and Planning, arguing that it should in- 
clude a greater allowance for travel ex 
penses, 

“People in the inspection departments 
use their own cars, and not only pay for 
gas, but pay for maintenance and in- 
surance as well,’’ Sullivan said. ‘“‘Without 
allowing for the increase in gas prices, you 
are asking people to pick it up out of their 
own pocket and that doesn’t seem fair.’’ 

Voters approved the original amount, 
however. Finance Committee Chairman 
Donn Byrne explained that inspectors 
would be paid by the mile, ‘‘and we will in- 
Sist on documented evidence, not 
guesswork.” If. the amount allocated 
proves to be insufficient, the shortage will 
be made up from the reserve fund, he add- 
ed. . 

The selectmen and FinCom were in dis- 
agreement on two items: the budget for 
patriotic and civic celebrations, and a

For Our Schools: 
$13M Is No Problem 


Months of talking and hewing paid off’ 


for the school administration and the 
school committee Monday night, as town 
meeting accepted their $13,010,000 budget 
in a quick quarter hour and with little ado. 

It was the first time in a while the school 
budget was accepted by a unanimous vote, 
much less with the support of the Finance 
Committee. 

Only one resident spoke up, not so much 
against the budget itself, but because he 
wanted to know what the total school bill, 
including the building package (Article 
65), would do to his pocketbook. 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann, who 
was making the presentation for the 
schools, however, convinced the audience 
they were two separate issues and that the 
building article should be treated at its 
scheduled place in the warrant. (Because 
town meeting moved, right along Monday 
and Tuesday, it was expected to come np

last night, after the TOWNSMAN went to 
press). 

‘I still believe we still have to operate 
the schools,’’ she said, with or without a 
building program. She said the school 
committee had produced a ‘‘very careful- 
ly thought out operating budget,”’ and that 
the cost of bonding the bulding project 
would be much more. 

‘‘T don’t wish to sound recalcitrant,’’ she 
added, “but to me it (the building ques- 
tion) just doesn’t apply (to the operating 
budget).’’ 

The salary portion of the budget totalled 
$9,640,000, up $210,000 from last year, and 
expenses totalled $3,370,000, up more than 
$700,000 over last year’s appropriations, 
for a total of 8.1 percent increase for the 
schools. 

When the school budget is combined 
with the selectmen’s, there is an overall 
2.2 percent increase for the town, or a hike 


of about $1.50 on the tax rate. 

Viehmann said it was the first time in a 
long while expense increases had been 
greater than salary increases, and she 
Stayed on the tack the schoolmen have 
taken all along: that most of the increases 
are in areas over which they have little 
control, such as transportation (rising 
costs of gasoline), plant operation (rising 
costs of fuel oil and electricity), insurance 
and the state-mandated programs with 
other systems. 

The transportation account was set at 
$570,000, compared to $444,402 for the 
current school year; plant operation and 
maintenance at $1,010,000, compared to 
$750,700 this year; fixed charges at $375,- 
000, up from $295,000 and programs with 
other systems, $183,000, up from $116,000.

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He Combined Politics, Teaching 


‘‘T’ve had the best'of it, be¢ause so many 
presidents, governors and legislators say 
that when they retire they’ll teach 
political science. Now, | liked politics and 
I liked teaching — so I put the two of them 
together, and I’ve enjoyed it immensely 
all these years.” 

On the doorstep of his retirement, 
James J. St. Germain, professor of 
political science at Merrimack College 
says that he enjoyed the science of 
teaching so much that he ‘‘just couldn’t 
wait for classes to begin — any day! When 
I heard the bell, that’s when the pleasure 
started.”’ 

Prof. St. Germain was born in Water- 
ford, Ct. and tasted politics from a very 
early age. After the retirement of his 
father from a successful real estate and 
contracting business, the name of Josepoh 
A. St. Germain became well-known in 


Connecticut political circles. He became ~ 


mayor of New London and later served as 
state senator in Hartford. 

Son James attended Democratic con- 
ventions with his dad, wrote speeches for 
him, and associated with many of the par- 
ty bigwigs. 

After an early education in the public 
schools and at the Bulkeley School for 
Boys in New London, Jim earned his 


bachelor of philosophy degree at- 


Providence College, graduating at the 
nadir of the depression. His physical work 
loads for subsistence then, included driv- 
ing trucks and menial chores as laborer. 

He worked for the state of Connecticut 
as an interviewer and the during World 
War II he was employed at the Electric 
Boat Co. in New London in the manufac- 
ture of submarines and torpedoes.

At the age of 33, the conscience of the 
future professor stirred and stuggled. He 
reasoned that the end purpose of what he 
was making was ‘‘to blow people to 
pieces.’’ He had been away from studies 
for 13 years, but his mind was made up to 
go back for his master’s degree and then 
take up teaching. 

‘‘As a poker player would say, I’m going 
to put in the whole stack,”’ he says, referr- 
ing to the family consultation and his deci- 
sion to give up the position at the boat 
yard. 

He entered graduate school at the 
University of Connecticut and earned his 
master’s with the aid of scholarships, 
grants and the great devotion of his wife, 
the former Frances Steffy of Rhode 
Island, who financially helped im- 
measurably with her teaching duties.

It was 1950 and the faculty was small. 
“There was a spirit of collegiality,’ he 
points out. ‘“‘There are some things you 
can do in a small college that you can’t do 
in a big university. In those days there was 
a ‘oneness’ and it was much more liberal- 
arts-oriented. There was a dress code, and 
even a punishment for missing classes.’’ 


He has seen a distinctive change in 
teaching procedure from the old-fashioned 
lectures that used to be and believes that 
members of the teaching profession 
should be required to study drama, 
because ‘‘there must be some ‘ham’ in 
every one of us. Remember that students 
must sit there for 50 minutes — and you 
just have to keep their attention.’

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Andona To Conduct Amblyopia Screening 


The Andona Society will sponsor the 
amblyopia screening for three, four, and 
five-year-olds jointly with the pre-school 
screening program of the Andover Public 
Schools. 

All Andover pre-school children will 
have the opportunity to participate in the 
screening to be conducted during the 
weeks of April 14, April 28, May 5 and May 
19. Amblyopia screening will take place by 
Andona members, in conjunction with the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness, at South Church, during the 
hours of 10-2 of these weeks. 


Mrs. Jan Brink is directing the 
amblyopia committee assisted by Mrs. 
Nancy Jones, Mrs. Vicky Bernard, Mrs. 
Jane Shepard and Mrs. Sally Shiraz, and a 
group: of Andona members, all of whom 
have been previously trained. 


Amblyopia, which is commonly referred 
to as lazy eye, is a condition of reduced or 
dim vision in an eye which appears to be 
normal. If it is undetected, a child often 
suffers permanent damage to his eyesight. 
However, it can be corrected if discovered 
early enough. Ideally, every child should 
be visually screened before his fifth birth- 
day. The sooner a child with this condition 
receives proper treatment, the better are 
his chances of regaining normal vision. If 
a child’s performance indicates that a 
visual problem exists, the parents will be 
advised to arrange for a professional eye 
examination. 

To facilitate this part of the screening, it 
would be helpful if parents could teach 
their children the ‘‘E”’ game. This may be 
done easily by using a large capital E and 
showing him how to point with his hands 
the way the E points — up, down, right and 
left. 

There is no charge for the developmen- 
tal screening program. Anyone wishing to 
make an appointment should call the of- 
fice of pupil personnel at Jackson School.

Lawrence General Hospital’s (LGH) 
special care nursery was dedicated to the 
late Dr. Paul F. Donahue on Sunday, April 
13, in a ceremony at the LGH Kurth 
Auditorium. Donahue was-a North An- 
dover pediatrician as well as chief of 
pediatrics and a trustee at LGH. He had 
been instrumental since the early seven- 
ties in developing the nursery for infants 
needing special care. 

The Dr. Paul F. Donahue Special Care 
Nursery will be a fitting tribute to a 
pediatrician who is remembered warmly 
by friends and colleagues. 


‘Paul Donahue did a lot of work for 
Lawrence General Hospital and for this 
nursery,’ Richard A. Katz, M.D., now 
LGH chief of pediatrics, said. In practice 
with Donahue for nearly seven years, Katz 
remembers his colleague as ‘‘warm, lov- 
ing and peaceful, with a good sense of 
humor.”’ 

“The complete physician’ are the 
words LGH Medical Staff President 
William R. O’Reilly, M.D. uses to 
describe Paul Donahue. ‘‘He knew not 
only the science of medicine, but he also 
knew the art of medicine. He was not just 
a superb physician, but a great human 
being.” 

According to O’Reilly, Donahue was in- 
strumental in acquiring some of the 
special equipment in the nursery. For in- 
stance, he helped in the effort to acquire 
an intensive care monitoring unit through 
a grant from the March of Dimes. 


With such equipment, a modern com- 
munity hospital like Lawrence General, 
now has the capability to care for more 
newborns with special needs at the local 
level, wilhile still having the option to 
transfer a baby into a special medical 
center in Boston when necessary. New- 
-borns with difficulties can now stay closer 
to their families. 

The special care nursery is part of a 
large maternity department with 30 beds 
for mothers; three regular nurseries with 
room for ten babies in each; and in the 
special case area the capacity to treat or 
observe eight babies. . 

Out of 1255 babies delivered at LGH last

year, a little more than 200 might require 
special care nursery. 

Typical problems of newborns are 
premature birth, jaundice, poor color or 
breathing difficulties. Babies delivered by 
Caesarean section are observed in the 
special care nursery for 24 hours. 

There is a high ratio of personnel to 
patients; there is a ratio of one nurse to 
every two babies in the room. Nursing 
practice in this area is limited to 
registered nurses who are specially train- 
ed through both the hospital’s ongoing in- 
service programs and special programs 
from teaching hospitals. Subject matter 
for such continuing education includes 
respiratory therapy techniques, skills for 
using specialized equipment like special 
care monitors, and skills of physical 
assessment and early intervention. 

The average length of stay for special 
care infants is two to four days, while 
premature babies often stay for six to 
eight weeks. : 

Nurse Ginny Weinhold describes work- 
ing inthe special care nursery aS a 
challenge. ‘‘We get to work with parents 
more closely and they need more sup- 
port,’ Weinhold said. ‘‘Parents may 
become overcome with guilt. When they 
see their baby next to all the equipment 
they are afraid, and they are afraid of 
separation,” she continued. 

For those infants who must be 
transported for more critical medical 
care ‘‘we encourage mothers to touch and 
hold the infants, to start the bonding 
process,”’ the nurse explained.

Recreation Park lodge and the selling of 
Cardinal Cushing gymnasium met with 
similar fates as in past town meetings, 
when voters took another look at them this 
week. 

Town meeting rejected a $90,000 ap- 
propriation for rebuilding of the lodge in 
Recreation park,. which was destroyed by 
fire two years.ago. Although the majority 
of voters Tuesday night favored rebuilding 
the lodge (215 to 193), like last year the ar- 
ticle lost because it failed to win a two- 
thirds majority. 

Voters agreed to sell the Cardinal 
Cushing gymnasium in Shawsheen Mon- 
day night, as they did last year after 
accepting a study committee report. At 
that time, however, the sale was held up 
when Shawsheen residents asked that a 
further study be made of the building. 

In other action, voters rejected a $6000 
proposal to pave the downtown Shattuck 
parking lot on Park street (Article 14), 
despite an offer by the Center Merchants 
Association to reimburse the town over a 
five-year period. 

The Rec Park lodge question, which 
came up for discussion late Tuesday night, 
was supported by the selectmen, who said 
it would be built by students of the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Vocational Technical 
High School. 

Ken DeBenedictis of Surrey Lane said 
before the lodge burned down in July 1978 
it was used extensively by a large number 
of groups of all ages for ‘‘a wide range of 
activities.” _ 

He said increased police patrols, the use 
of a night watchman, security lights on the 
building and possibly closing the road 
leading to the lodge late at night would 
help prevent vandalism. 

“The lodge would be not just a place to 
house functions,’’ DeBenedictis said, ‘‘but 
an intergral part of the total park, in a 
lovely wooded natural setting. It would 
have unlimited potential.” 

He added that user fees would make the 
lodge ‘‘fairly self-sufficient’’, and that 
rebuilding it would add ‘‘approximately 13 
cents to the tax rate.”’ 

The Finance Committee, however, 
recommended disapproval of the article. 
Looking at the entire budget, ‘‘it is time 
for us to set priorities,’ said Joanne 
Marden of the FinCom. ‘‘This lodge is a 
luxury I’m not sure we can afford.” 

Marden told the voters in addition to 
building the lodge, the town would have to 
pay for lighting, heating, maintaining and 
protecting it from vandalism.

hight ‘earlier, they had voted against hir- 
ing part-time maintenance help for Com- 
munity Services, “which is needed to 
maintain the facilities we now have.” 

The Finance Committee also 
recommended disapproval of the Shattuck 
parking lot plan, another article which had 
the support of the selectmen. 

Selectman Susan Poore said the board 
favored the article, with the condition that 
the town could obtain a five-year lease 
for the lot, because the Center Merchants 
had offered to reimburse the town $1200 a 
year. 

The Planning Board also recommended 
approval of the article, because it would 
create 35 additional all-day parking spaces 
downtown, said board member Frank 
McBride. 

However, Robert Merrill of the FinCom 
said the Finance Committee ‘‘does not 
condone the use of public funds for im- 
proving private property. If the merchants 
want to pave the lot, they should do it at 
their own expense.”’ 

Town officials were in agreement that 
the Cardinal Cushing gymnasium should 
be sold: Planning Board Chairman 
Patricia Curtin explained that the building 
is not now used by the public, would be ex- 
pensive to bring up to code standards, and 
would be expensive to operate and main- 
tain. 

While saying that ‘‘everyone agrees the 
building ought to be sold,’’ Philip 
Salamone of the Shawsheen Betterment 
Association said he was concerned about 
the conditions the selectmen would place 
on the sale. 

“One problem with the way this article 
is written is that the building could 
possibly be sold to the highest bidder,’’ 
Salamone said. 

Before the unanimous vote to sell the 
building was taken, selectmen Chairman 
James Abramson assured Salamone that 
the selectmen would take his concerns 
into consideration. 

Voters also gave their approval to the 
following articles: Article 5, authorization 
for tax anticipation borrowing; Article 11, 
to appropriate $15,000 to support elderly 
and handicapped transportation; Article

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Foster’s Pond Group Succeeds 
In Providing New Gravel Pit Law 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


With sometimes emotional descriptions 
of how gravel pits can ruin a residential 
neighborhood, Foster’s Pond residents 
won town meeting approval of their gravel 
removal bylaw Tuesday night, even 
though town officials were united in their 
stand against the private article. 


Town meeting applauded when the 
results of the standing vote, 421 to 71, were 
announced by Moderator James Doherty, 
following the longest discussion of any ar- 
ticle during the first two nights of the 
meeting. 

The amendment, meant to prohibit com- 
mercial gravel operations from residen- 
tial areas, will require those who wish to 
remove more than 2000 cubic yards of 
earth material from one lot to acquire a 
zoning variance from the Board of 
Appeals. The existing bylaw requires only 
a permit from the selectmen for such 
removal. 

The selectmen, planning board, town 
manager, and director of Community 
Development and Planning all spoke 
against the article because they said a 
comprehensive gravel removal article is 
being planned for the next town meeting. 


The selectmen had inserted such an arti- 
cle for the current town meeting, but 
withdrew their Articles 34, 35, and 36 after 
builders and townspeople protested. 


Chairman of the selectmen James 
Abramson explained that the selectmen 
had originally intended to support Article 
37 and still supported the ‘‘principle’’ of 
the article. However, he said, ‘‘to pass one 
part of a zoning article, without looking at 
ali parts of the entire article, is not con- 
sistent.”’ 

Abramson said the decision to amend 
current gravel removal bylaws should be

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left to a future town meeting, next fall or 
spring. 

Planning Board Chairman Patricia Cur- 
tin agreed: ‘‘We too are sympathetic with 
the intent of this proposed amendment, 
but we believe the bylaw deserves a more 
comprehensive review. In the meantime,’ 
she added, ‘‘the existing bylaw offers suf- 
ficient protection.”’ 

When asked for his opinion by one resi- 
dent, Director of Community Planning 
and Development Rhys Kear said he 
feared the amended bylaw ‘‘could have a 
negative effect on land development for 
the town, even on an interim basis.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark ex- 
plained that it may be ‘‘desirable’’ to 
remove large amounts of gravel from a 
residential lot. He cited the ‘“‘extreme’’ ex- 
amples of a developer’s need to remove a 
large hill from the middle of a one-acre 
lot, or to grade driveways in a subdivision 
so they enter the street at the proper 
slope. 

“This is a highly complex issue,’’ Clark 
told the voters.‘‘What is the permitted 
land use? If there is partially permitted 
land use, when should a permit be issued? 
Who should be the issuing authority — the 
planning board or the selectmen? 

‘We should defer action on this article 
so that these and other questions can be 
answered. If this amendment is adopted, 
at this time, it may create significant 
hardships on developers, and, in some 
cases, poor development.” 

But residents of Foster’s Pond, who live 
with gravel pits in their neighborhood, 
proved to be more persuasive than town 
officials, and most of their comments 
were greeted with applause by voters. 

“This amendment will not interfere 
with the construction of your house,’’ said 
Steven Ellis of the Foster’s Pond Improve- 
ment Association. ‘It will not interfere 
with land development on your property, 
or with building a swimming pool, or with 
moving dirt around.”

Ellis said that 2000 cubic yards of earth 
material, which can be moved without a 
permit under the amendment, is equal to 
‘122 truckloads — and that’s a lot of dirt. 
It would fill this entire cage to a depth of 
two-and-a-half feet.”’ 

Rebecca Backman added, ‘“‘If you have 
lived close to a gravel operation, you un- 
derstand the seriousness of this issue.’’ In 
addition to the safety problem posed by 
trucks ‘‘running in and out all day, you are 
left with a scalped landscape.’’ Once aban- 
doned, a gravel pit becomes ‘‘an open in- 
vitation to trail-bikers, and beer parties,”’ 
Backman said, and becomes unsafe to 
walk in because it is covered with broken 
glass.”’ 

Jeff Mathias of Balmoral St. concluded 
the discussion with his comment that ‘‘we 
should learn to live with nature, learn to 
adapt to our natural surroundings. There 
is no place for a gravel pit next to 
somebody’s residence.”’

from demolition, withdrew their $100,000 
Article 13 Monday night, asking instead 
that $3400 be added to the library budget 
for a new branch library in the ‘Vale. 


Town meeting supported that proposal 
with a vote of 358 to 307, in one of only two 
standing votes all evening. 

Representing Ballardvale residents, 
Charles Murnane of Andover Street ex- 
plained that the residents had decided to 


% accept the findings of a report onthe com- 


munity center recently completed by 
architect Richard Landry. That report 
states it would cost at least $300,000 to 
repair the community center, which in- 
cludes a branch library. 

‘‘This is too much money, and we realize 
the chances are remote we could get this 
kind of money,’’ Murnane said. ‘‘But we 
believe we have an alternative.” 


A Ballardvale businessman who is 

“deeply interested in the library”’ is will- 
ing to lease out space for a branch library, 
he explained. 
“‘We have been working hard on this,”’ 
said Murnane. ‘‘I’m trying to say that this 
is our last building. There is nothing else 
down there. If this goes down, so do the 
people of Ballardvale.”’ 


Murnane said later the available space 
is located in Cronin’s Ice Cream Shop at 15 
Dale St. ‘‘The Ballardvale people came to 
me saying they were looking for a possible 
space for a branch, and I told them I had 
space available at my plant,’’ owner 
Charles Cronin said Tuesday. ‘‘I support 
their efforts to keep a library here — I 
think the community deserves a library 
and needs it.’ 

The Finance Committee recommended 
disapproval of the additional funding. ‘‘If 
we are adding more money to the library 
budget, it should go to a library in a cen- 
tral location, so everyone in town would 
benefit from it,’’ said Joanne Marden of 
the FinCom. 

“Tn this time of rising costs, with other 
communities closing their branch

libraries, it doesn’t seem appropriate for 
us to open one,’’ Marden said. 


She added that the proposal to open a 
new branch library ‘‘came up at the last 
minute. We should have had more time to 
evaluate it.” 

Joseph Ruma of Old Schoolhouse Road 
agreed with the FinCom position: ‘‘I sym- 
pathize with the people of Ballardvale, but 
we are all being asked to undergo a period 
of austerity, so it seems unconsionable to 
me to give this kind of service to just one 
part of the community.’’ Ruma’s com- 
ments drew applause from the voters. 


The selectmen, however, supported the 
Ballardvale residents’ proposal. 

“Their library, which had been in ex- 
istence longer than the (main) library, 
was closed down do suddenly, ‘‘said Jerry 
Silverman. ‘‘Every effort has been made 
by the Ballardvale community to find an 
alternative — it is a very real concern of 
theirs to have a library their children can 
walk to.‘ 

Selectman Susan Poore added that the 
selectmen could understand the Finance 
Committee’s position, but that the $3400 
would help to ‘‘address the ‘loss of (the 
community center). We will go on the long 
road of planning with the Ballardvale peo- 
ple — we do not feel it is right to simply 
lock the door, and say that’s the end of 
something they’ve always had.”’ 


Marden pointed out that, in addition to 
the $3400 appropriation, funds allocated to 
operate the existing branch library would 
still be needed to move into and set up a 
new branch library. 

Poore said those operating funds would 
be used to tear down the existing com- 
munity center, but Marden said those 
funds would come under the municipal 
buildings budget, a separate section. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
Tuesday, he has not studied the proposal, 
but said he would support the proposed 
plan if it proves to be less expensive to 
lease space for a branch library than to 
build a new facility. 


Vandalism Problems Addressed

Vandalism reared its ugly head over and 
over again at town meeting this week. 


By adjournament Tuesday night, voters 
had already come up with $8,000 to repair 
damage done by vandals to the bandstand 
in Central Park: $8,000 for a gate at the 
rear of Bancroft property to deter 
joyriders, as well as security gates and 
alarms at other town properties, and 
salaries for three police who will be added 
to the force to help, among other things, 
control the rise of vandalism. 


The majority had also approved enabl- 
ing legislation, which would allow the 
town to have a $5,000 revolving fund to 
receive restitution for damage to public 
property, and to expend such funds for 
necessary repairs. 

On the other hand, an article to rebuild 
the lodge at Rec Park failed to receive the 
necessary two-thirds vote, partly because 
opponents argued that the lodge would be 


an inviting target for mischief. 


Further funds to repair vandal-inflicted 
damage were built into various parts of 
the school and town budgets. 


Plant Engineer Al Hart estimates that 
$42,725 has been spent already this year to 
repair damage to windows, plumbing, 
playground equipment, toilet partitions, 
flag poles, lockers, lawns, signs and up- 
holstery at the schools, as well as install 
barriers to prevent access to school roofs. 

That amount doesn’t include an es- 
timated $5,000 worth of windows broken 
recently at the high school — an amount 
that will bring them close to last year’s 
total of $50,318, with two months still to 
go. 
Speaking for the revolving account, 
Selectman Chairman James. Abramson 
said that ‘‘we do not feel it’s necessary for 


you to bear the burden of vandalism of 


your town property.” 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark added 
that the article is part of an effort to 
strengthen the idea of restitution for 
damages to public property, and school 
Chairman Elaine Viehmann said the 
schools have used restitution repeatedly, 
“‘as a way of increasing responsibility in 
our students.”’ 

Clark has also offered residents the op- 
portunity to contribute something besides 
public funds to the vandalism problem. 


He has asked them to apply, via the 
Talent Bank Application on page 65 of the 
FinCom report, to help administer a new 
alternative sentencing program. 

Andover and other Merrimack Valley 
towns have been working with the 
Lawrence District Court to develop a ‘‘pro 
bono publico’’ work program, which would 
have: vandals make restitution by doing 
uncompensated labor that would in turn 
benefit the Community. 


Volunteers are needed to find jobs in 
business or in the community, and to 
monitor the activities of the workers. 

“Our objective,’ Clark said recently, 
“is not ‘severity’ but ‘certainty’ of punish- 
ment. 

“‘We want to teach young people that the 
criminal justice system works. Today it’s 
more typical that it doesn’t. Today a per- 
son can be arrested, and then suspended 
for a minor offense, because there’s an in- 
ability of the legal system to effectively 
respond.,”’ 

He said the pro bono publico program is 
of interest to communities because it 
shouldn’t require much outlay. 


Clark has estimated that vandalism 
costs the town somewhere between $15,000 
and $20,000 a year. In the case of the pollu- 
tion of the Holt Hill Reservoir, he said, the 
concern wasn’t just the financial cost, but

A Lack Of Surprises 


About the only surprise in adoption of the annual town 
budget by town meeting Monday night was the lack of 
surprises. 

With town officials loaded with statistical data, 
prepared to field any question from residents about 
funds requested by departments, and prepared to 
justify every request, the multi-million dollar needs to 
operate Andover for the next fiscal year went through 
with hardly a question. 

It’s difficult to remember a time when such action ac- 
companied the carving out of the town’s annual an- 
ticipated expenses. 

Based on the experience of just a year ago, when tax 
caps and financial considerations were uppermost in 
people’s minds, it could have been anticipated that with 
the economy worse this year, there would be several 
questions — even moves to delete some costs. 

But such was not the case. 

Rather the voters appeared to be in an understanding 
mood -— aware that their personal contributions 
through taxes could rise, but accepting that fate to con- 
tinue services now provided, as well as meet in- 
flationary costs. 

It could also be that the voters were satisfied that the 
selectmen, school committee and finance committee, 
along with the professional administrators, had done 
their homework and brought in the projected costs at 
the most reasonable level. 

Along those lines, we would like to extend to those 
boards and administrators congratulations for a job 
well done. It is not an easy task to attempt to meet the 
town’s needs, attempt to stay within a four per cent in- 
crease as dictated by legislative action and try to keep 
the tax rate stable. 

What Andover’s tax rate will be is still a good ques- 
tion, since state and federal reimbursements remain 
unknown. 

But, it is evident that any anticipated increase has 
been tempered and slowed by the action of local of- 
ficials in presenting what. can best be described as a 


responsible budget to the townspeople for their con- 
sideration and acceptance. 

The finance committee is deserving of special con- 
sideration in this effort as well. Under the direction of 
Chairman Donn Byrne, this group of volunteers has 
worked countless hours during these past several 
months in an effort to keep costs down. 

That their was harmony among all town boards and 
agreement between the FinCom and school committee, 
with a few words of praise thrown in, is evidence that an 
excellent working relationship has been established 
between the boards and those responsible for watching 
over the town’s finances. 

We would hope such a relationship continues. 

Finally, we are happy to have seen the town give 
some recognition to the Ballardvale residents by 
providing some funding for a branch library. ; 

Charles Murnane, speaking for a group of ‘Vale 
residents said it best when he reminded those in atten- 
dance that the demise of the Ballardvale Community 
center would leave those in the village with nothing. 


We have commented before about the number of 
problems ‘Vale residents have faced in the past several 
years, accepting them almost without complaint. 


Defense of the community center building was 
probably not so much a desire to retain the old, slightly- 
used structure, but rather to have the town recognize 
that Ballardvale is, indeed, an historic Andover village 
and deserving of some recognition. 


A businessman in the ‘Vale has offered to provide 
some space for continued operation of a branch library. 
Voters Monday granted some minimal funding for the 
facility, provided the whole concept can be worked out 
with the town manager and selectmen. 


It is a first and deserved step toward telling the peo- 
ple of Ballardvale they are a part of Andover. In a way 
it’s a little token of appreciation to the ‘Vale for having 
put up with a lot of other problems too quietly for too 
long.

WASHINGTON -- When 
White House counsel Robert 
Lipshutz resigned last 
August, he left behind a 
warning intended for the 
eyes of President Carter and 
his aides. “It is a crime,” 
Lipshutz wrote, “for anyone 
with grant-making authority 
to use that authority to 
affect the nomination or 
election of a candidate.” 

Despite this warning, the 
Carter administration has 
given financial shots in the 
arm to several key states. 
The announcements of these 
federal grants have been 
timed suspiciously - just 
before primary elections in 
the states. 

We have uncovered the 
same pattern in Florida, IIli- 
nois, New Hampshire, New 
York, Maine, Massachusetts 
and Wisconsin. On the eve of 
the Wisconsin primary, for 
example, a cut in dairy sub- 
sidies was dropped from the 
budget. Wisconsin, of course, 
is a dairy state. 

On the eve of-a crucial 
Florida vote, the Carter 
administration granted a 
billion-dollar loan guarantee 
to a Florida electrical coop- 
erative. The application had 
been on file only two 
months. Normally, such 
applications take Uncle Sam 
at least a year to process. 

The Senate Banking Com- 
mittee is investigating an 
even more blatant case. A 
month before the New York 
primary, President Carter 
invited Rupert Murdock to 
lunch at the White House. 
Murdock is the publisher of 
the New York Post, the 
state’s third-largest newspa- 
per.

Export-Import Bank loan 
for an Australian airline he 
owns. We don’t know what 
was discussed at the White 
House luncheon. But three 
days afterward, Murdock’s 
newspaper endorsed Presi- 
dent Carter in the New York 
primary. 

Six days later, the Export- 
Import Bank granted 
Murdock’s airline a low- 
interest, $290 million loan. 

There has been a series of 
amazing coincidences like 
this. We can’t prove these 
financial benefits were 
intended to help Carter win 
the primaries. But that was 
the effect. 

DISSIDENT APPEAL: 
President Carter has called 
for a boycott of the Moscow 
Olympic Games this 
summer, but the Soviets are 
vigorously lobbying in this 
country to undermine him. 
They are offering American 
newsmen free trips to the 
Moscow games; the Kremlin 
has also sent emissaries to 
appear on talk shows in the 
United States. 

But there are dissidents 
who can’t get out of the Sovi- 
et bloc to appear on Ameri- 
can television. Some of them 
have succeeded, however, in 
smuggling their views out. 

They are asking free peo- 
ple everywhere to boycott 
the Moscow games as a pro- 
test against Soviet human 
rights abuses. One smuggled 
document from Polish dissi- 
dents deplores the Soviet 
aggression against Afghani- 
stan and urges athletes to 
stay away from Moscow. 

Another appeal -- this one 
from Czech dissidents -- is 
particularly eloquent. “If we 
curse the aggressor while 
allowing him to host the 
Olympic games,” the dissi-

dents plead, ‘we are merely 
confirming in his eyes our 
own ludicrous impotence.” 

The document declares 
that if the boycott should be 
effective, the Soviets would 
surely retaliate against the 
dissidents. “The wrath of 
Moscow would be felt by all 
within the reaches of its 
power. It would not affect 
the French, the Dutch, the 
Americans or the British. It 
would affect us. Even so, we 
maintain that the democrat- 
ic nations ought to boycott 
the Olympic games in 
Moscow.” 

Footnote: Officials at 
Freedom House, a New 
York-based human rights 
group, told our reporter 
Richard Chimberg that simi- 
lar sentiments are being 
echoed throughout Eastern 
Europe and among Soviet 
dissidents living in the shad- 
ow of the Kremlin. 

MESSAGE TO MARCOS: 
While President Carter 
refuses even to try reining in 
Philippine President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos, other officials 
in Washington have put the 
dictator on notice: He won’t 
be allowed to continue his 
flagrant abuses of human 
rights without suffering 
consequences. Carter is 
afraid that Marcos. will 
make good on his threat to 
cut back on American mili- 
tary bases in his domain if 
the United States gives him 
any trouble. Despite that 
threat, the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee slashed 
$5 million from the $50 mil- 
lion in military sales credits 
intended for the Philippines 
this year. Marcos responded 
by calling the committee 
chairman, Rep. Clement 
Zablocki, D-Wis., to person-

| Building Condition Study 


The school committee last week allotted 
$5,000 from next year’s budget to deter- 
mine what it would cost to bring the school 
buildings up to snuff in terms of han- 
dicapped access, building codes, energy 
conservation, security and the like. 


However, they noted that they would be 
happy to have citizens with expertise in 
the building area volunteer their services, 
to save the $5,000 in consulting costs. 


Committeeman Joseph Finn proposed 
the maintenance and use policy early this 
month, and the preliminary studies will be 
made before the committee takes a se- 
cond pass at it, probably in the fall. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the com- 
mittee last week that they can have much 
of the information they need by 
September, but that it will take somewhat 
longer to discern what they need to be in 
compliance with all state codes. 

He asked for $3,500 to study architec- 
tural barriers, $1,000 to study security and 
$500 to study playing fields. 

Committeeman Dick Neal said there are 
surely people in the community who are 
qualified to do the studies, and hoped they 
would come forward. 

Finn on the other hand recalled that 
former Committeeman Casimir Kolaski 
once said that ‘‘some people think if 
they’re paying for something, it’s worth 
more.”’ 

He said that a citizen group could come 
in and work hard and then after they make 
their report, there will still be some who 

4 will come forward and ask, ‘‘aren’t you 
} going to bring in someone professional.” 
} Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert doubted that 
they would be able to find volunteers who 
would give them the necessary amount of 
time. 

‘‘We’re looking at hundreds of windows 
alone,’’ he said, in terms of improving in- 
sulation. ‘“‘We’re talking about a large 
number of items. We’re talking about $40

The committee agreed that some of the 
items, such as bringing all schools up to 
codes, would be prohibitively expensive. 
However, they said, a policy could provide 
that improvements be made at the time 
the other renovations are undertaken.

this year); administration, $81,500 ($58,000 
this yxear; the increase is largely due to 
an $18,000 maintenance contract on the 
computer hardware that was purchased

this is instructional materials and every- 
day scholar supplies, and Viehmann noted 
that books are up more than 20 percent

the potential of a major health program. 

‘“‘That wasn’t just a prank,” he said. “‘It 
was much more dangerous.’’ 

Clark added that private losses are ‘‘as 
important or if not more.”’ He recalled the 
$100,000 worth of damage to the Phillips: 
Academy boat house and shells last spr- 
ing. Innumerable lawns are driven across, 
mailboxes smashed, trees cut down and 
bushes and landscaping damaged, he said. 


Donal Coleman of High Street asked 
Clark Tuesday night why the town couldn’t 
collect from parents for damages, and 
why they couldn’t impose a curfew. 

Clark noted that they do collect from 
parents, and that state law was recently 
amended to make parents responsible for 
up to $1,000 in damages: 

We feel that to impose a-curfew would 
be a hardship on the majority of the com- 
munity,’ he went on, ‘“‘to deal with the 
problem of a few individuals. It would be 
an over-reaction.” 

He added that in Massachusetts, 
curfews are usually only permissible un- 
der cases of ‘‘extreme emergency.”’

He wanted to vote down 
the Bancroft repairs because ‘‘we have 
sunk enough taxpayers’ money into this 
school,’’ and he noted that he had an arti- 
cle coming up later on, for the sale of Ban- 
croft, with the proceeds to be used to 
renovate East Jr. High for continued use 
as a junior high.

To look at the fine educational system 
which Andover now has, it is difficult to 
realize that over 100 years ago Andover’s 
common schools were said to be “in a 
primitive and chaotic state.” 


At that time only the few locals who 
attended Phillips and Abbot Academies 
had real educational opportunities. For- 
tunately a benevolent citizen, Benjamin 
Hanover Punchard, bequethed in his 1850

Benjamin Punchard was born in 1799 in 
Salem, Mass.where he attended school un- 
til he was 12. At the age of 28, he and his 
mother came to Andover and took an 
apartment at 33 High Street. In 1829 he 
married Martha Marland and formed a 
fruitful union with her father in his local 
textile business. But his health continued 
to fail, and on April 4, 1850, Benjamin 
Punchard died in the ‘‘dream house’”’ built 
for his wife which still stands at 8 High St. 


After Punchard’s will was probated five 
trustees were elected by the town to join 
the rector of Christ Church and the 
ministers of South and West Parish to 
oversee the execution of the terms of the 
will. Now totaling approximately $100,000, 
this fund accumulates $6,000 interest an- 
nually, 


In 1851 John Stevens, a Boston architect, 
designed the first Punchard School. After 
a long search, property consisting of 8% 
acres where East Junior High School now 
Stands was purchased from Joseph 
Richardson for $2,100 and on Sept. 2, 1856, 
dedication ceremonies were held and the 
school opened. 

Punchard Free School was one of the 
first public schools built and operated with 
private funds. Benjamin Punchard realiz- 
ed Andover’s need for higher education. 
His bequest provided for a Free School 
with enriched curriculum and regulated 
vacations for both Andovers. It became a 
model school to educators beyond An- 
dover’s borders. 

Entrance to the new school was not 
automatic. Students over age 12 who show- 
ed “‘good moral character’’ were accepted 
only if qualified. New applicants were ex- 
amined in Guyot’s ‘“‘Common School 
Geography’’ and Colburn’s ‘‘Mental 
Arithmetic’ as far as involution. They had 
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to have a sufficient knowledge of English 
grammar to parse common sentences and 
had to be able to read correctly and fluent- 
ly, to spell all words of comon occurence, 
and to write a fair hand. 


All appeared to be going smoothly until 
Dec. 18, 1868, when fire destroyed the 
building. School was temporarily held in 
the basement of the Town Hall. 
‘‘Bickerings and discussinon’’ followed 
but finally money was appropriated by the 
town to rebuild the Punchard Free School 
on the same site. Plans for the new 
building were drawn by Theodore 
Voelchers of Boston. On Sept. 1, 1871, the 
School opened, similar in looks to the 
earlier one, but larger and better 
equipped. 


At time passed the number of students 
increased, more teachers were hired and 
salaries had gone up. In 1901 a committee

was appointed to study necessary changes. 
The outcome was the establishment of 
Punchard High School with three teachers 
employed by the town school committee, 
three teachers by the trustees and the 
principal’s salary shared equally. Along 
with the basic studies, courses in manual 
training and preparation for busines were 
now offered. 

By 1915 double sessions were necessary. 
The 1916 town meetng voted $100,000 for 
construction of a new building, which was 
connected by a corridor to the 1871 school. 
In 1934, the school having grown to 452 
pupils and 21 teachers, renovations were 
again necessary. The old Punchard Free 
School was torn down to make way for the 
auditorium/gymnasium and the east wing, 
creating the East Junior High building as 
we see it today.

Voters Disapprove 
Nuclear Waste Ban 


Town meeting Tuesday night voted 332 
to 106 against a proposed bylaw that would 
prohibit the transport of nuclear wastes 
through Andover, (Article 41) after listen- 
ing to detailed arguments from both sides. 


Related Article 42, which would request 
State legislators to adopt a state law 
prohibiting the transport of nuclear 
wastes through town, was also defeated 
easily. 

Both selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee had recommended disapproval of 
the articles, saying that the town could not 
possibly enforce the proposed bylaw or 
state law. 


Transport of wastes through town ‘‘can 
be enforced best at the state and federal 
levels,’’ explained FinCom Chairman 
Donn Byrne. ‘‘It is not practical for the 
town to try to enforce this — we don’t have 
the human power or the equipment. It’s 
like trying to control mosquitoes.” 


Ed Weil of 11 Ivy Lane, urging disap- 
proval of the article, said he was glad dis- 
cussion of the article provided a ‘‘forum 
for those of us who do not lie down in front 
of trucks and tear down fences.” 


Weil accused proponents of the private 
articles of using ‘‘scare tactics,” and add- 
ed that in the search for energy sources 
“we must make choices in this imperfect 
world.’’ The proposed bylaw represented 
“a negative approach that would prohibit 
the development of an important energy 
source,’ Weil concluded. 


Jim Davis of 342 Salem St. added that 
nuclear wastes traveling through town 
“are already regulated by the federal 
government to a very high degree, and 
very successfully.’’ The proposed bylaw 
would simply “push the minor risks we 
now live with into the next town, creating 
larger risks for them,” Davis said. 

Irving Gershenberg of Lowell Street, 
after amending the article to permit the 
transport of wastes produced by medical 
uses, argued that the law could be en- 
forced. ‘‘There are numerous examples of 
towns that have taken similar action, and 
informed the major producers of nuclear 
wastes of their action.
